The subject of I>r. Talmage's dis- 
course Snnilay was; “Point-s of I'om- 
pass," and the text. Luke xiiL, 20’ 
•’They shall come from the east, and 
from the west, and from the north, 
anil from the south, and shall sit 
down.” 

The man who wrote this was at one 
time a prueticing physician; at an- 
other time a talenteil painter; at an- 
other tinu- a powerful preacher; at 
anotner time a reporlei^an inspired 
rciKirler. llod bless, help and inspire 
all reporters! From their pen drop' 
hea’ith or poivoa of rations. The name 
of this reporter was I.ueanus; for short 
he was called Luke: and in my text, 
altiiough stenography had not been 
lorn, he ireports verbatim a sermon of 
Christ which in one paragraph b-iwl- 
the round world into the light of the 
millennium. -’They shall come from 
the east and from the west, and from 
the north, :inii from the south, and 
shall sit down." Nothing more inter- 
ested me in my recent journey around 
the world than to see the ship captain 
alout noon, whetlier on the 1‘aciiic. or 
the Iiiuian. or Bengal, or Mediterran 
ean. or lied .-ea. lioking through a 
nautical instrument to find ju-t where 
We were sailing; and it is well to know 
that though the captain tells you tliere 
are thirty-two points of division of the 
compass card in the mariner's coni- 
jMi -V. there are only four cardinal points, 
uni my text hails them, the north, 
tile south, the cast, the west. So 1 
spreaii out before us the mapol the 
woriu to see tile extent of the gospid 
vaiiiiiaigu. The hardest part of the 
field to be taken is the nol-th, liecause 
our gospel is an emotion:*! gospel, atid 
the nations of the far north an- a eold- 
1 liHuied rai-e. They dwell amid iee- 
liergv and eternal snows, and everlast- 
ing wiiuvrs. Ifrivu.unders, l..aplan>l- 
i-rs. Icelander.s. bi'oerians—theirvehicle 
iv tl’.e sledge drawn by reln.U-er. Tlieir 
np’iarelthe thickest furs at all seasons. 
Their ex’stence a lifetime Imttle with 
the cold. The winter cliarges them 
with Kwonls of ieiele. an i s’*.rikes them 
witn iiiiIK'*s of iiu'.l and ]v>unds them j 
with lia’.tering r:*ms of giaeier. 

Itut already the huts nf the Arctic 
hear the .-ongs of iLv.ii.- worship. .VI- 
ready the snow- fal: u[kiii New Testa- 
ments. .Mready the warmth of tin 
Sun of U’ghteonsness begins to be fell 
through the bislies. and minds, un i 
souls of tile llyperlsireuns. Isiwn 
from Nova Zeinbia: down from .spitz- 
bergen M-a-; down from the l.aiid ol 
the Midnig-ht .'-un; down from tin 
ptilaees of crystal; down from ti*. 
realms ice. and over dominions o' 
snow, and through hurricanes of sleet. 
Christ’s diseiples are coming from 
the north. The inlribitants of Hud- 
son’s l!ay are gathering to the Cross. 
The Cliureh Mi-.-ionary .soeieiy in iho.s*- 
jKilar climes has been grandly siieec-s- 
ful in e-stablishing 24 tlosiiel st.itions. 
and over 12.inm natives have 1>elieve : 
and lieen liaptized. The Moravian- 
have kin'iled t:ie light of the <Jo-}h-i 
all up and down I.aibrador. The Dan- 
ish Mission has gathered diseiples from 
among the siiivering inhabitants of 
Greenland. VVill.am Duncan preache.i- 
the Gospel np in the chilly latitudes of 
Colombia. delivering one sermon 
nine times in the same day to as 
many different trilies who listen, 
and then go forth to build school 
houses and chureiies. Alaska, called 
at its anne.xation VViliiatn II. N.‘w'ard's 
foliy, turns out to be William H. Sew- 
anl's triumph, and it is hearing the 
voice of God. through the .\merican 
missiouaries. men and women as de- 
fiant of .Arctic harilsiii;>s as the old 
f-coteh chief, w ho, w hen camping out 
in a winter's night, knocked from un- 
der his sou's head a pillow- of snow, 
saying that such indulgence in luxury 
would weaken and di.sgrace the clan. 
The Jeannette went down in latitude 
7 T. while De Ixing and his freezing and 
dying men stood watching iu from the 
crumbling and cracRling polar pack; 
lint the old ship of the Gospel sails as 
unhurt in latitude 77 as in our own 40 
degrce.s. and the one-starred flag floats 
above the top-gallants in Baffin's Ifoy, 
and Hudson's Strait, and Melrille 
Sound. 

The heroism of Polar expedition, 
which has made the names of Sebas- 
tian Cabot and Seore.sby, and 
•Sehwatka. and Henrj’ Hudson im- 
ra irtal is to be eclipsed bj* the prowes- 
of men and women who amid the 
frosts of highest latitudes are this mo- 
ment taking the up(X‘r shores of 
Europe, ,\sia and America for God. 
.'-kiientists have never been able to 
agree as to what is the Aurora Borea- 
lis or Northern lights. 1 ean tell 
them. It is the banner of victory for 
Christ spread out in the northern 
night heavens. Partially fulfilled al- 
r»-adv the prophecy of my text, to l>e 
completely fulfilled in the near future: 
“The.v shall come from the north.” 

But m.v test takes in the opposite 
point of the compass. The far south 
ha-, through high temperature temp- 
tations to lethargy, and indolence, and 
hot blood, which tend toward multi- 
fiirm evil. We have through my text 
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J. c. MOIGAX.

WHAT DOES IT MEAN? 



The tone of James Whitcomb Riley's 
poetry tells for itself that he wa-s once 
a farmer boy. Ills father's home was 
in the old farming town of Greenfield, 
Ind.. and there the lad grew up in the 
midst of sweet, healthy country life, 
although the p«x;t is apt to confess 
with a merry twinkle in his e3‘e that he 
was of little use in farming, yet, as he 
adds: *‘My father used to press us 

iKiys into service in corn-plantin’ time 
and we went very loathfullj" at least 1 
did.” He tells frankly, too, that he 
was no scholar, for, as he confesses: 
“.\t sixteen 1 could not repeat the sim- 
plest schoolbo}’ speech without break- 
ing down and rather than undertake it 
I deliberately chose to take a whip- 
ping.” 

Aft«*r leaving school he began to 
write for local papers and his first ap- 
p«*arance in print was made in the 
Kokomo Tribune, where a numlver of 
dialect p»s‘nis were published under 
the name cf John C. Walker. It was 
not until the appearance of loeonainic, 
which he gave to the world as a newly 
discovered poem of Edgar Allen Poe's, 
that Kile.v's work began to obtain rec- 
ognition in literary circles. Then came 
a little volume of dialect poems, which 
were profcsseJl.v by B. F. Johnson, of 
Iksin. and following it there appeared 
“The Boss Girl," ".Afterwhiles,” “Pipes 
o’ Pan” and a handful of the sweetest 
poems under the taking title of “Old- 
Fashioned Roses.” 

Mr. Kilev’ is a hard worker and pre- 
fers the unseasonable hours of night 
for his lalvor. He is a warm-hearted, 
genial, eomjvanionable man and in his 
versatilitv and mastery of the faulty 
everyday language of his countrymen, 
he never had an cqn:il. Ilis thoughts 
are chaste and the human sympathy 
and pure purpose that runs through 
his song is tlie true inde.x of the man 
and will lx> his best and im>st lasting 
eulogy. The potent charm of Mr. 
llilej''s pootr.v is found in a frank con- 
fession in one of his poems, where he 
says: 

Tell of the things Jusi Jll:e they was; 

They don't neeil no eieuse. 

IVic't toeh 'i m up o-s the poets docs 

Till they re all too Hne for u.se. 

The same thought he puts into prose, 
when lie confesses: “I don’t believe in 
dressing up nature. Nature is good

great-grandfather, Jixdiua Draper, and 
his great-grandfather, Joshua Draper. 
Jr., were soldiers in the rcvolntion. Of 
stich Kt<x‘k comes tne new president of 
the University of Illinois. Dr. Draper 
was Ixim in Ot.sego county. N. Y., in 
IMS. and moved to All>any with his 
parenLs in IS.'i.'i, where he attended 
school and won a prize for schnlursUip 
in the Albanj’ aeailemy in ISfWl. In 1871 
he was graduated in the law depart- 
ment of Union university, and prac- 
ticed law in AHmny until 1884 , when 
he wiis nominated judge of the United 
States court of Alaliaiua claims. He 
was also active in politics for many 
j ears. serving a term in the New York 
legislature". 

Dr., or Judge, Draper has ever l>een 
identified with educational work. In 
IS 7 S he was elected a meinlx*r of the 
board of islueation in Alliany. In 188 '.; 
he was a niemlier »if the executive 
committee of the state normal scluxil. 
In issii Dr. Draper was elected by the 
legi.slatnre of New York on joint lial- 
l-)t as state superintendent of instruc- 
tion. was rwU-cteU in 18811 and legis- 
lated oat of ofliee in April, 180 ?. lie 
completely reorganized the educational 
system of tliat state. In 1880 and 1800 
J iidge Draper was the president of the 
National .Association of School Super- 
inU-ndents. Dr. Drap*>r's work in 
Cleveland was most satisfactory. He 
found the work of public schools of 
Cleveland in a l>ad condition, and he 
built them up into a model system. 

While Dr. Draiwr has written no 
books, in the commonly accepted term, 
he ha.s, on the other hand, written 
several. This may seem a paradox 
until one reflects nyxin the number of 
his addivsses, representing a wondei^ 
fill amount of lalxir and research, and 
Ixiund together in Ixxik form. When 
I»r. DraiXT left Cleveland to accept the 
presidency of the university of Illinois 
the press of that city voiced the com- 
mon regret at his departure. It i.s felt 
that though great the loss for Cleve- 
land. still greater the gain for Illinois.
